The German government is report- 
ed in press despatches as disclaim- 
ing responsibility for Count Lux- 
burg’s plan for sinking neutral and 
other merchant vessels, “leaying no 
traces,” on the ground that the pro- 
posal emanated from a single Ger- 
inan diplomat and was not in fact 
adopted by the higher authorities. 
Two circumnstanc aside from the 
fact that no official German  state- 
men can any longer be regarded as 
presumptively true—render this ex- 
planation eminently unconvincing. 

(14) Count Luxburg’s matter-of- 
course manner of using the concise 
phrase “spurlos versenken” strongly 
Sliggests that he was referring to a 
practice already familiar to the auth- 
orities whom he was addressing. 

(2) There is abundant evidence 
that it has for some months been a 
common German practice to attempt 


to prevent any survivors from es- 
caping from torpedoed vessels, At 


the meeting of the International 
Conference of Merchant Seamen_ in 
London in August a report (publish- 
ed in The London Times) was made 
showing twelve known cases during 
the months April-July in which 
crews leaving sinking ships in life- 
boats were attacked, usually by gun- 
fire. In four of these cases the ships 
swere of neutral nationality. Other 
instances of the same practice have 
since been reported. The case of the 
Belgian Prince is the most illumin- 
ating example of the art of “spurlos 
versenken.”” Firing on small boats is, 
of course, a loose and frequently in- 
effective method, since it is difficult 
to be sure that all of the crew have 
been killed by the fire. The boats, 
of the Belgian Prince, accordingly, 
were rendered useless, and the crew, 
deprived of their lifeboats, were 
placed on the deck of the submarine, 
which shortly after submerged, Un- 
luckily for the German designs, three 
out of the crew of forty-four were 
able to keep afloat until picked up 
by a passing vessel. “Spurlosigkeit” 
is after all, a somewhat difficult ideal 
to attain to—which is the contem- 
porary German equivalent of “Mur- 
der will out.”—Prof. A, O. Lovejoy 
in New York Tribune.

As 1 saw him standing there, waiting 
for the troops to come, it occurred 
to me that here was just one more 
historic moment that was crowded 
into a succession of dramatic inci 
dents that make one of the most 
nificant chapters of the war, 
Here you saw the head of the 
mightiest empire of the world wait- 
ing for a host of soldiers, who were 


themselves the symbol and the out- 
posts of democraey. As I stood 
there, watching his kindly face and 


realizing that in him are represented 
all the kingly glories of England, J 
felt that another great mile-post had 
been set-up in the journey of the 
war. He was there as the emblem 
of a democracy which is as free and 
frank as our own, 

I noted the keenness with which he 
watched our troops; the rigidity 
with which he stood at the salute; 
the sense of fine appreciation that 
the whole royal party displayed. 
And in a small way | felt some of the

|Reminiscences of 
the Grain Trail 


BY JOHN GLAMBACK 


In these days of high: priced wheat, 
motor cars and prosperity every- 
body envies the farmer and practi- 
cally ever business man who has 
not already got a farm he had one 
while these good prices last. This 
is all very well but it should bot be 
forgotten that the farmer has had 
his up and downs—mostly downs. 

It is only a few years ago when 
No. 1 wheat sold at 69 cents a bus- 
el at the Gleichen elevators and the 
farmer was not only up against low 
prices on grain, stock, produce and 
anything else he had to sell but he 
was frequently dryed out frozen and 
hailed out. Out here in Queens 
town we have suffered less in this 
reapect than they have in other 
places but we have had our troubles 
| just the same and chief among 
these are our transport troubles. 
There is not a farmer in Queens- 
f}town who oould not tell of some 
terrible experience he has had on 
the long trails. I have run up 
against a few myself and here is 
one of them: 

A few years ago I was to haul a 
load of wheat to Cluny, for a neigh- 
bor in exchange for one he prev: 
iously had hauled for me. There 
was a strong wind blowing when we 
started from home and by the time 
we reached the ferry it was blowing 
a gale. The wind was so strong 
the ferry man could not run _ the 
ferry so there was nothing for us to 
do but sit down and wait for the 
wind to go down. Pretty soon 
teams from the various trails drove 
up and there must have been about 
75 in all. It was late in the fall 
and chilly and it threatened to 
snow so we made a bon fire and sat 
around it telling stories and con- 
demned government for refusing to. 
build usa bridge across the river. 
I dare say that no other spot in 
‘Alborta has go much searing boon 
done to the square inch as right 
around that old ferryand had the 
government officials been around 
_|and heard the abuse they were in 
for they would have built that 
bridge long ago or resigned their 
jobs. As practically everyone had 
started from home with the inten- 
tion of making the round trip that 
day nobody had a lunch with them 
and only one feed for their horses. 
As the time went on the wind re- 
fused to go down and about 4 o’- 
clock in the afternoon it was clear 
to everyone that we were up against 
it good and hard and that there 
wonld be no crossing that day. 
There were just three things we 
could do. First take our loadg 
back home, which anybody who 
ever hauled a load across the reserve 
would not think of doing, Second 
we could leave our loads, and 
having it eaten up by the stock 
that always hangs around there, 
and walk home behind our horses, 
and third we could take our loads 
to Gleichen via the bridge. There 
was not much choice one way or 
the other and a darn sight worse. 
My neighbor, myself and a few 
others decided to take the Gleichen 
route and hoped to reach the bridge 
by dark. In this we were badly 
mistaken and long before we got to 
the Arrowood creek it was so dark 
we could scarcely seethe lead horses, 
Now, anyone who has ever drove a 
four horse team, pulling a heavy 
load on a strange trail after dark 
knows how it feels. We finally 
arrived at the creek aad got across 
the stream without mishap but 
when tried to scale the heights on 
the north side some of us got stuck 
and it took another hour of swear- 
ing and pulling and backing up be- 
fore we, reached the top. When 
we arrived at the Litttle Axe hill it 
was dark as pitch and I haye often 
wondered since how we ever muan- 
aged to get to the bottom of that 
hill in the darkness without going 
over the grade and breaking our 
necks, but we made it alright. 

At the bottom of the hill we held a 
countil of war and decided it would 
be impossible to travel any further

so we went in search of Little Axe 
to see if we could spend the night 
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We found Mr. Axe and he agreed 


that we could stay but he said he 
had neither hay ncr oate just a few 


stray bundles on top of the stable. 

After tying our horses in the stable 
we went into the house, but as it 
was away past supper time and 
Mrs, Axe already gone to bed there 
was no visible sign,of grub around 
and although we had had nothing 
to eat since 4a, m., we felt that 
there was nothing doing in that 
line. Before rolling in Little Axe 
showed us a scale of prices for keep- 
ing teams that fairly staggard us. 
This was at the time of cheap 
wheat and we realized that if we 
had to pay those pnices, then stay 
over in Gleichen fora day or two 
to brace up we would likely be 
money out after selling our wheat. 
So we remonstrated with our host 
and after promisng to leave early 
next morning and net swipe any- 
thing laying around loose we finally 
brought him down to what we con- 
sidered a reasonable price. 

The next morning we rose before 
daylight fed our horses the remain- 
ing bundles, swallowed a mouthful 
of fresh frosty air for breakfast and 
started off. 

We reached Gleichen about 10 
o’ clock and as this was in the good 
old days when the town was still 
wet, we certainly did justice to a 
good breakfast and a few drinks of 
Old Scotch. Westayed in town all 
that day in order to brace up and 
reached home at sundown on the 
following day. 


I remember another when every- 
body was held up at, the ferry on 
account of a high wind. Fortun- 
ately on that day one farmer had 
a load of potatoes he intended sell- 
ing in Gleichen,another had several 
pounds of butter. The crowd was 
hungry, so we took a tin pail and 
boiled potatoes in it and but tered 
them good andplenty and eve ry body 
stood the fire holding a potatoe on 
astick and having a swell time. We 
got across late that evening and 
eevrything was lovely. Unfortun- 
ately there had beon something 
poisonous in the tin..pail so every- 
body was sick and Cluny leoked 
like a war hospital that night.

One Hundred Thousand Men? 


It will be greatly to the advantage of Canada if the entire quota of 100,000 men to be raised under 


the Military Service Act can be secured f 


rom the first class; that is, from the men between the ages ef 20 


and 34 who were unmarried or widowers without children on July 6th, 1917. 
This is almost self-evident for the following reasons: 


it is admitted that, between the ages of 20 and 34, the average man is at the height of hic 
physical strength and is most adaptable to the change of conditions from civilian life; 

the military service of unmarried men and widowers without children would occasion less 
distress than that of most others, since they are largely without dependents. Also, it would 
entail less financial burden for Canada, through separation allowances, etc. 


Authorities estimate that, after all proper exemptions have been allowed, Canada should be able to 


Members of Class One will be well advised to present themselves for examination immediately te 
the Medical Board in their district. Upon examination as to their physical fitness, they will be placed in one 


of the following categories: 


Category A—if fit for service in overseas fighting units. 


Category B—if fit for service overseas in A: 
Catagory C—if fit for service in Canada only.

Category E—if unfit for military service of any nature. 

If not placed in Category A, the applicant will know that he is not liable for immediate service, but will 
go to the Post Office and send in a claim for exemption with his Medical Certificate attached, when he will re- 
ceive in due course a certificate of exemption until those in his medical category are summoned for service. 

Where a man, who is placed in category A, feels that exemption should be allowed, an‘ application 
form can be secured from the postmaster. This form, when filled in, will be forwarded by the postmaster 
to the registrar of the district, and the applicant will be informed by mail as to the time and place for the 
consideration of his application by the Exemption Board.
